LIFE AT OLD CAMBRIDGE. 

Once upon a time, as the story tellers always begin, wbe n 
George IV was King, a lot of us junior and senior sophs 
thought it advisable to remain at Cambridge, as is some¬ 
times done by the superstudious, who intend to take high 
degrees during the whole of the long vacation, lasting from 
the middle of May to the latter end of October, instead of 
returning home to our father's houses, and anxious mothers, 
who, I am afraid, had in this particular instance, a very 
strong and not wholly unfounded opinion that we were out. 

It must be understood that when young men ttay up, as it 
is technically called, to read, during long vacation, it is 
expected of them to keep the most regular college hours, to 
eschew supper givings and wine parties, to be more 
studious, in a word, than in term-time, and in the strictest 
sense 

“To shun delight*, aud live laborious days;" 

this being the implied and received condition on which it 
was permitted to “ stay up.” 

How, it so fell out, that in this particular long vacation, 
we who had resolved on staying up to read were by no man¬ 
ner of means the most determined reading men in the Uni¬ 
versity, but belonged rather to the gay set, though we all 
intended to make a dash ul the honors.

under way and off for the fens of Cambridgeshire and the

Lang, of London, Bhows his new invention 
for taking the measurement of the shoulder, arm and neck, 
fitting as it were before-band the fowling-piece to the eye of 
the person ordering it. He has also on exhibition a second 
late invention of his own, a gun that can be broken to re¬ 
ceive the cartridge, and the hammer put at full cock at the 
same time, by one under-guard and extremely simple move¬ 
ment. It strikes me this gun must become popular with 
lovers of fowl shooting, whose positions in their blinds, 
boats or boxes are necessarily cramped and confined. 

Williams & Powell have made a fine array of their well- 
known manufactures. Scott & Son show a large collection 
of guns. Webley, Purdy, the Remington's, and Parker, all 
attract numerous visitors and one is Bure to meet sports¬ 
men of his acquaintance in this section of the building.

History of Mules. 

Mr. Anthony Kilgore, in the National Live Stock Jour¬ 
nal , gives the following interesting history of jacks and 
mules in the United States; 

The first pure-blooded Catalan jack ever brought to Ken¬ 
tucky was in 1832, by the Hon. Henry Clay. His sire and 
dam had been imported from Spain into Maryland, where 
Manmotb Warrior was foaled. Warrior, as he was called, 
was fifteen hands high, and young when imported from 
Maryland. Kentucky, at that time, had no jennets but 
mongrels, mostly a light shade of blue, with grey, buff and 
grizzly hair, nearly as stiff as hog bristles, generally with a 
colored stripe across the shoulders and down the back, ewe- 
necked, flat in the rib, low carriage and heavy-headed, en¬ 
tirely destitute of any good quality except hardihood and 
ability to get a living where any other animal save a goat 
would have starved to death. With such jennets began the 
first effort to improve the race in Kentucky, and to War¬ 
rior they flocked in droves. He seemed to cross advantage¬ 
ously with them, just as the Cashmere goat crosses ofl the 
common hairy goat. His progeny seemed rapidly to loose 
the leading truits of their dams, and to inherit in a remark¬ 
able degree the color and outward characteristics of their 
sire. Four years thereafter, Dr. Davis, of South Carolina, 
imported direct from Spain the second pure jack, Manmolh 
by name, sixteen hands high, and of great weight to his 
height. To Manmoth was bred the young Warrior jennets, 
then Inst maturing, this making the second cross of pure- 
blood -, and upon these two crosses rest to-day the breeding 
of the race of jacks known throughout the United States as 
the Kentucky jack. It will thus readily be seen that Ken¬ 
tucky owes her position and character as a mule and jack 
breeding State to this direct infusion of Catalan blood. In 
fact I risk nothing wben 1 attest that no jack in America 
has acquired celebrity as a mule-breeder unless more or less 
partaking of Catalan blood, and that there is not one large, 
smooth, active mule on the continent, not indebted to the 
same infusion of this potent and powerful blood.— State 
lie git ter. ___

there can be no questions, hut opinionM differ much a* to»be nature of 
the chargee -etructural or functional—ou which the defect iu the 
hrcuihin^ de|iende. 

According to eotne authorities, broken wind Is invariably lonnectcd 
with dilution of the air cells, and often with rupLure of then, giving 
rise hi either ca-c to that condition of the lungs which if known as 
emphysema. This state is indicated very clearly by the peculiar aspect 
of ihe lunge after death; air bladders are eeeu here and there between 
the lobules of which Ihe lungs are made up, aud when the emphysemat¬ 
ous condition la very advauced tbs greater portion of the areolar tissue 
iff the lungs is filled with air, producing a very characteristic appear 
sure, which is more coinmou lu some acute diseases than in oral nary 
cH-es of broken wind; indeed, a very slight amount of emphysema has 
heeu observed iu pott mortem examinations of the lungs of horses 
which have been brnseu-witided for years before death; and in many 
iiisumces of acute disease, such as bronchitis, the luugs after death 
have been found highly emphysematous, although the animal never 
suffered from brokeu wind. 

Emphysema may be expected to occur whenever the free passage of 
air iuto the bronchial tubes and air vessels Is prevented by the partial 
accumulation of scretion, or by pressure of au excess of blood iu some 
Ih.riioiis of the lung tissue. The exclusion of air from those parts in 
which the obstruction exists nnturullv causes unequal distribution or 
atmospheric pressure, and those air tunes which are pervious eudure 
the greatest amount of distending force, which ultimately induces a re¬ 
laxed stale of the elastic, tissue of the walls of air cells, aud sometimes 
causes runture. 

Relaxation or rupture of the air vesicles of the lungs will be utteuded 
with diminished expiratory power, and consequently the defective ac¬ 
tion of brokeu wind is cbiclly seen in the expirutory movement. 

lu healthy respiration ihe flanks and sides of the chest rise and fall 
With regularity; the distention of the cuvlly is effected by the action of 
the iu uncles, which lift the ribs upwards, not wards ami forwards; the 
the increased space thus gained Is occupied by the lungs, which be¬ 
come distended by the atmosphere rushing into them with a pressure 
of some fifteen pounds to the iuch. The limit of normal expansion 
having been reached, the ribs fall buck to their former position, tho 
muscles <ff the abdomen contract aud press the abdominal viscera for¬ 
ward against the diaphragm, anil Hills diminish the calibre of the chest 
aud press nut the air from the diutcuded lungs; a further portiou of at¬ 
mosphere is final y got rid of by the contraction of the muscular fibres 
which are present In the whIIs of the smaller brouchial tubes. If, how¬ 
ever. the air vesicles are diluted nr ruptured, und the muscular fibres 
of the air tuliea have lost their Irritability, a further pressure from 
Urn nlHioodiial muscles is necessary to cause the expulsion of the 
air which has to be got rid of at each expiration. This extra 
movement is attended with a double acliou, so characteristic of broken 
wiud that there Is no diltlcully iu recognizing the disease wtieu the ex 
ami tier tins a ruir opportunity of watching the breathing of the auimul 
while at rest; but in the early stage of the disease the double move 
iiieut is masked by the raohilly of the contraction of the abdominal 
muscles, when the breathing is excited from exertion, aud a horse suf¬ 
fering from iucluleut brokeu wind limy under such circumstances be 
passed ns a sound animal. Kveu when no uuaouuduess of the wind Is 
m il»netted, it Is always desirable to watch tho breattdug when the ani¬ 
mal is tranquil; aud this becomes all the more necessary when any sus¬ 
picion of a defect exists. 

The examiner, standing by tho side of a borne, watches the move¬ 
ments of the chest: If broken wind oxlsts, eveu in the early stage, the 
Inspirations will he unmarked bv any peculiarity; hut the expiratory 
effort will be modified iu pro|»ortion to the extent of the disease of the 
lungs. At first the respiratory movements are natural until the expira¬ 
tion is nearly completed, when an unex|>ected extra couiructiou of tho 
Hanks occurs, seemingly for the purpose of pressing more air out of the 
chest, fu advanced cases the completion of Inspiration is followed by 
a sudden drop of the abdomen to Its position of rest, and then the con¬ 
traction of the muscles again occurs, causing the upward aud inward 
movement up to the point which seems to t»e the limit or Ihe expiratory 
effort. ai:d then, with scarcely all appreciable pause, a still further con¬ 
traction hikes place, instead of the anticipated relaxation. Under ex¬ 
ertion the clinracterisi Ic action of the respiratory muscles becomes 
merged in onlck jerking movements, which are indicative of distress ; 
hut if the disease is iu au advanced stage, the sudden drop of the Hanks 
at the termination of Inspiratory movement will still be observed. 

Besides the symptoms which specially indicate a defective slate of 
the respiratory power, there are gcueral signs which must not be dis- 
reg • riled. Among them is an Irregular congh, of a peculiarly dry. harsh 
character, which attacks the horse at various periods, sometimes during 
a Journey, and frequently while staudiug in the stable. An irregular 
appetite is another symptom of systematic derangement, which Is often 
associated with broken wind; coarse. Indigestible provender is often 
preferred to food of a belter quality, and the use of the inuxxle becomes 
1 udisponsible to keep the horse from consuming his litter. Indigestion 
Is an ordinary accompaniment of broken wind, nud, in the opinion 
of some authorities, takes the place of the chief cause of the respiratory 
disease. Its most prominent result, however. Is the production of no 
amount of flatulency which is remarkably annoying to both horse and 
owner during a journey, and Induced Ihe rough-and-ready veterinarians 
of a former uay to make an artificial opeulug into tho Intestine In order 
to provide for the nllunt escape of the gases which were generated in 
such aimndanc *. Further, a general symptom of broken wind Is the 
distress which the horse suffers when caused to exert himself In palling 
a heavy weight un an Incline. Under these circumstance* the animal 
sio|>* from complete inability to move, and the breathing becomes so 
much oppressed ns to threaten suffocation. After a short rest, however, 
the horse recovers, partially at least, and Is able to continue hla journey. 
In all eases of broken wlud the breathing Is ou certain occasions —after 
a heavy meal or a full quantum of water -excessively Impeded, nud as 
autno* a spasmodic character. In this respect It resembles asthma of 
tha human subject, with which disease brokeu wind Is not Inaptly coni 
l>arad .—London >iW*/.

DT ARNOLD BIRO**. 

The age at which a bitch should he bred Is too frequently considered 
it matter <»f little moment, and person* who desire to raise stock avail 
themselves of the lirst opportunity to do so unmindful of the evil con- 
seqnence* which mav follow too great haste. In our opinion, fully 
one-half of the weak’couHtitullon". tendency to disonae. and severity of 
suffering when attacked, which Is manifested by sporting d»»gs. origi¬ 
nate in the breeding of Immature and half developed bitches. If these 
troubles could be more ea-ily traced to their source, breeders would see 
the error of their wavs and correct them, but the difficulty lies in the 
fact that the seed sown now may lie dormant through the next genera¬ 
tion. yet bear fruit In later ones, and as a consoqiiouce. the evil is at¬ 
tributed to wrong causes. The only safety lies in the exercise of com- 
niou sense and patience, so that both the requirements of nature and of 
the individual bitch tnnv be satisfled. We have heard It claimed that tm 
lure establishes the proper time for breeding aud manifests it by the 
presence of desire. That dogs In a wild state are not restrained, vet do 
not deteriorate. This amounts to u statement that domesticated dogs 
will bear the same treatment as wild ones, and that we all know is not 
theca** Nature mav exhibit the same signs In both dosses, but the 
effects of domestication must uot be forgotten, and due allowance 
must be made for those Influences. 

Mr l^tverack savs “the bitch should not he under two or over eight 
voars " This is a safe rule, and hence a good one. yet there may be ex 
editions to it which can be determined by the observation of the 
breeder. A difference of dimate Induces variations In the time nec s- 
snry for development. Individual characteristics also differ, and some 
hitches mature earlier or retain their vigor beyond the usual age. We 
should not hesitate to breed a well developed, strong and hearty bitch 
at eighteen mouth* hut would not breed younger, preferring to err on 
the right side even If all necessary qualifications save are were present. 
Our rule has been to breed from this age upwards, so long as no failing 
of the powers can be discovered. .... , « . 

Other things being equal, the best time to breed is in the early Spring, 
a* this gives the whelps time to grow, so that they can be yard broken, 
and iHissiblv do a little light work lu the Kail: at any rate they will he 
fully lit for tb« Acid by the opening of the next season. If whelped iu 
the cold months, great care is necessary to secure the litter from the 
retarding effects of the weather, and under the most favorable circum¬ 
stances, the whelps are seldom of any use till the following Fall. The 

sportsman who breeds solely for hla own use. can. In a majority of 
rases so arrange matters that his kennel produce will be born at the 
best periods. Those who breed for profit cun not. of course, lose the 
use of their bitches one half the time, and must make up for the extra 
risk by extra attention and precautions. With well built, warm ken¬ 
nels and proper fi*od. trouble mav generally be avoided in even the 
worst seasons of a moderately cold climate. 

Asa rule the bitch comes in season at Intervals of six months from 
the time she is oue year old. Eccentric modifications are. however, 
sometimes noticed. We have known a bitch that was -put by“ on her 
first heat, come In again a month later. Mr Laverack speaks of a sim¬ 
ilar ca«e as very unusual, and we doubt if this manifestation Is ever ex¬ 
hibited at later periods after the animal has settled iuto Its regular 
order of life. One bitch belonging to a friend of ours came iu every 
four month-, yet proved utterly Darren and unproductive. A still 
stranger ca*c was (hat of a terrier hitch which was warded by a dog, yet 
tame iu beat about six weeks later. She was again put to the same dog as 
a matter of experiment, the dale of service In both instances being care¬ 
fully kept, and gave birth to three whelps at the full time dating from 
the last connection. Such Idiosvucraces seldom ap|»eur. and may very 
justly be attributed to some disturbing Influences which have the power 
to revolutionise the animal's system for the time being, and which 
generally give way later to the force of natural order. 

The change of seasous seems not to be without influence, aHn.a ma¬ 
jority of bitches come iu season during the Spring aud Fall. We have 
frequently known of casen where the bitch reached the age of one year 
during the Summer or Winter, yet the customary heat was not shown 
till the opening of the Spring or Fall months. 

It Is generally supposed that It is necessary for the success of the 
union that the 'dog should be locked. This. M>. Laverack says specif¬ 
ically. is not so. and state* that In hi- own experience he has frequent¬ 
ly had whelps born where the dogs was not locked al all. One of the 
inost celebrated oC our Imported clog fulled to be locked In a number of 
case* when first brought over, yet we believe did not fall In a single 
Instance. A breeder need not despair, therefore. If from any cause this 
exception to the general rule l* manifested ; but trusting to other sim¬ 
ilar instances may hope for the best, aud usually with success. 

( anine Notes from England. 

Ftom Our Resident Correspondent. 

London, May 15. 1876. 

With the Maidstone or Southern Counties Dog Show the season may 
be suid to have commenced lu real earnest. T«» this enjoyable reunion 
in the Sooth is to be credited the honor of being the first to try several 
Important reforms long urged In the columns of the London Funder*' 
Uuzette. The success the show has reaped In conseqnenoe Is its due 
and well-merited reward. Single-handed Judging Is a great |Milnt 
gained, because if a gentleman officiating by himself falls either from 
incompetence, dishonesty of other cause, to satisfy the public tnlnd. he 
has to take the whole brunt of his mlsjudgtnent. Me has no colleague 
to “shout" It onto; he and he alone must hear the honor or the dls 
grace, whichever it bap|>ens to be. The publishing before the entries 
close the names of those geutiemcn invited to Judge Is another of the 
** popular reforms," bat has been tried before, and Indeed may now be 
regarded as an established custom At all. even at large and important 
fixtures, the only drawback to either of these regulations Is that exhib¬ 
itors who have not got anything good enough to win with under a com- 
peteot and honorable judge, refuse to throw away entrance fees; and If 
only winning dogs were to find their way to the bench. U would hardly 
suit (he books of dog-show promoters; but after all. though this would 
be a decided ndvaotuge to breeders and fanciers, It Is not over likely to 
come about. At ihu Maidstone Judges’ dinner most of the leading 
sportsmen and fanciers of the day spoke In the very highest terms of 
their appreciation of the new reforms, and were especially loud 
in their approval of placing catalogues containing full par- 
till lam In the handq of the Judges; for all who give the 
matter a thought can plainly see that nnless Judges arc to be trusted 
as gentlemen aud men of honor they are not fit to be trusted at all. 
There has been another point lately raised out of the system of slugle 
handed awards. Is It right for a Judge to exhibit In classes he Is on- 
perooually officiating In. Some argue not, because they think It pos¬ 
sible that Judges might take to the Birmingham mastiff's game of re¬ 
turning the compliment; but If they do this, they at once cease to merit 
the confidence placed In them, and they would speedily have to spe- 
cumb to the public Ill-favor I cannot, myself see much against It. for 
the reason that It would be Impossible to put. a stop to It in a broader 
way; for Instance, there are few of the regular judges who are not also 
breeders and exhibitor*. The exceptions are really to be counted on 
the fingers of one hand, with a thumb and a little finger to snare. 

Well, then, we will suppose Lord 8-is judging at one show and Mr. 

M-the next week somewhere else. It would be Just the same reason 

for objecting to Mr. M-exhibiting at the show al which Lord 8. offi¬ 

ciates. and vies versa, m If they were judging separate classes at the 
same show. At Maidstone there wen* several c**e« of 4 judges exhibit¬ 
ing In other than their own classes; but there Is only one single case 
of a prize being so won, and that a second, and well won too. Sir Thos. 
B. Leonard, Bart, who was specially invited to judge pointers, showed 
a couple of German Dachshund* —which was one of my classes—but 
I did not consldsr them nearly up to others In the ring, and so they ob¬ 
tained nothing. 

Mnidatone show was from beginning to and well managed, nicely ar- 
ran ;* I, extensively patronize I, not only by somber-* sportsman but by 


those of all parte, even to Sent laud and Wales; and above all It waa by 
universal consent well judged „ . . 

The exhibition was held under a monster " marquee, supplied by 
Messrs. Plgott Bros., one buudred yards long by about forty wide, 
with six tiers of raised stages or benches for the dogs, aud three lauea 
for visitors to pas* up and down. The whole of the doge were Judged 
in public In e|iarious rings, contiguous to the ’* marquee," and raised 
benches were provided for the houuds and such other breeds os require 
to have their feet well tested. Interleaved catalogues were provided 
for the use of the Judges and the press, and everything with the excep¬ 
tion of the water trials passed off with the greatest eclat. 

These water trials are quite a new feature, hut here proved such a aad 
failure that I should fancy It would be aome time before they will be 
tried again. The test* were for courage, speed, strength aud sagacity, 
aud being a novelty, several thoasaud visitor* assembled on the banks 
ofthcMedwav to see them carried out. Eleven dogs, mostly of the 
Newfoundland breed, were entered, but four of these failed to compete. 
Iu orderto try their courage, a tailors dummy waa launched off u rather 
high river wall, but only oue animal (Mr. Bates' Luna) could be induced 
to go after 1L ^ . . . . „ . 

The other competitors were then tried from a wall much nearer—in¬ 
deed. ouly three or four feet from the water s edge, and then only one, 
{ Mr. Cue’s Captain.) showed either sagacity or strength. Then swim 
mlng for speed was tried, two dogs being silpimd at a*tlme from a 
barge stationed in the middle of the stream, and called aud encouraged 
by their masters who proceeded them lu wherry hoata to the winning 
post, some 500 yards from the start. One or two of these trials were 
rather exciting, but evervtbiug was marred by the want of order and 
system. Much disappointment, not to say disgust, resulted I from the 
performance, or rather lack of |»erformance. of l>r. Gordon Stable’* 
Theodore-Nero. a dog about whom and his dolugs chapters have been 
written, but who proved himself the biggest cur of the lot; he was the 
slowest swimmer, calf-hearted, and showed neither sagacity or strength; 
he would not look at the dummy, though his owner pushed him out of 
tno boat close to it. After the style lu which be had been cracked up in 
print, it was expected that the least thing he would do would be to (iui 
some one present observed,) dance a hornpipe in the water. So much 
for Theodore-Nero! 

The strongest classes in the show were fox-terrier*, which, all told, 
numbered over eighty. English mastiffs forty. Dachshunds-an extra 
good class—twenty-four. Pugs, another flue collection, twenty-eight, 
and sheep-dogs numbering nearly fifty. 

There a was good share of foxhounds aud harriers; 8qulre Frewen 
wiuuing lu the former, and Mr. Leigh Pemberton in the latter. The Hon. 
Ralph Nvvill bad two couples picked from his celebrated pack, but 
they were scarcely In snow form, having been hard hunted till very 
recently. Pointers were of such ultra good material that 8lr Thomas 
Leu nurd, who Judged them, awarded prizes t» or honorably mentioned 
no less than 18 out of Si entries; and all were not shown. The winner 
of first prime iu the large sized dog class was Mr. J. T. NOakes’ three- 
year-old Drake, bv Sir Richard Garth's Drake (the old champion) out of 
Spot, lie is a magnificent headed and grand bodied liver and white 
dog of the real old fashioned stamp, with good legs aud serviceable, cat¬ 
like feet. 8lr Thomas is very partial to Inis blood, nud can spot it a 
loug distance with one eye shut. Two brothers of the winner, same 
litter, were very highly commeuded, aud there is small doubt that oue 
of them would have secured second money, but that, like many of that 
breed, his head markings were shaded off with tan, a great eye-sore in 
a high class pointer. The second prize dog, Keuyou’x Lancaster, is 
decidedly nice looking, but I faucy Its pedigree wouldn’t 6taud a close 
investigation The third prize fell to Mr. Grim wood’s Dou, it very 
engaging hound ind a pure bred Sefton. Mr. Walker’s stylish 
brown and whites, viz: Lady, winuer of many firsts, 
including an open and a champion Crystal Palace aud 
Devon, almost equally well known In the show bench, had to take "buck 
seats." 

lu the setters, the Judge placed Mr. Barclay Field’s black, tan and 
tlck« k d bitch first, in frootof the Birmingham Cup winner Dash; but 
with this all fanciers are not oue. Dash Is a wonderfully well nropor- 
tinned blue Belton, by Pride of the Bonier out of Dickon's Belle, nud 
was bought in at Mr. Sim's sale, a few weeks ago. at Ml guineas. First 
in the anv other-variety of setters, which in other words means Irish 
reds and black and tans, fell in the absence of iny old champion Pal¬ 
merston, who Is being'conditioned’'for the Crystal Palace to Hulse, 
black and tau Duke; and to him was also accorded the extra cup for the 
best setter in the show, presented by tbe town of A-hford. There is no 
account for taste, certainly; but it Is somewhat singular that any good 
judge should place a black and tan. however good, over an English spec¬ 
imen of acknowledged high merit. Duke has a very grave fault among 
his many good ones He is feathered from his hocks to the groumL 
He was claimed at his catalogue price, £40. by Theo. Bassett. Esq., of 
Carshalton, the great fox terrier judge. Dush ran up to £00 by public 
auction! 

As usual ’Squire Langdale. of Bishops llerford, was well represented 
with his wonderful Sussex spaniels, and iu an excellently well filled 
selling class, took Amt and second with his statoly-lookiug otter houuds. 
Royal and Dashwood, pare descendants of the old Southern hound. 
These selling classes, by the way, are a great boon, both to gentlemeo 
requiring to part wUh dugs at a moderate figure, aud those requiring a 
good dog withoui hWhi# toepan their purses too wide; it Is also a re¬ 
munerative feature towards the fuuds of ihe show, as a great many 
sales necessarily take place, the price, of courae, being limited some¬ 
times to £5, and sometimes to £10; occasionally less, hut never more. 

To give some idea of the market value of dogs iu England. I may 
mention that at the Maidstone show a setter (highly commended ouly) 
was sold for £30. The Collie dog that l»H>k premier honors wus pur¬ 
chased some two month* previously tor .fifty pound* hard cash, though 
it had never been in a show yard, and after, winning, its owner could 
have had £75 from several quarter*. The name of this dog l* Vero, 
owned by II. Bailey Kinuer, Esq..of Ilighgalu and Loudon. The puppy 
fox terrier (bat received first in ita class was Immediately claimed ny 
Mr. Fred Burbrldge, of Cricketty fame, for £30. This gentleman, who 
now possesses the finest kennel of fox terriers in England, never allows 
a good one to pass him at any price; besides these Mr. Barclay Hauhury 
refused £30 for his little Dachsbuud bitch Dinah, though desirous of 
draftiug her on account of color. 

I have, just as I am going to send off this, receivud the schedule of 
lbe second Cork and South of Irelaud dog show, and us a schedule it is 
almost equal to the kennel club show* at the Crystal Palace; iu it there 
are provisions for dogs of every breed—60 classes iu all—with most of 
let prizes ranging from £5 to £10, and second and third correspondingly 
"big." This show was last year a very brilliaut affair, and attended liy 
all the aristocracy of the Emerald Isle. It will be celebrated on the 
23d aud filth of August, entries closing on July 3d. Cakactacus.

A Reply to Nr. Goodcnoug-h. 

I noticed In the last edltlou of your paper, u communication from J.. 
K. Goodcnough, Windsor, Canada, regarding the classification of Bed 
Irish setters or red dogs, called Irish setters at Lexington Bench Show. 
As i may be considered responsible for the classlflcatioii, it being u 
copy of the one I got up for the Chicago Bench Show. I rise to explain. 
Sluce the late Importation into this country of some of the best bred 
dogs the Emerald Isle cau boast of, aud as the breed is held iu high 
estimation by those who have them, nearly every red dog is culled mu 
I rish setter, although they may uot have a drop of pure Irish blood In 
their veins. Not to quarrel with those whose dogs had, iu some re¬ 
spect, the color approaching that of pure bred dogs, It 
was thought best to make oue class for imported red 
or red aud white Irish setters, or their progeny, aud one to 
accommodate those who had red dogs or "yullor" dog", which they 
called red Irish—It was thought best to give them a chance to exhibit 
their dogs, Umt they might by comparison with the pure blood see the 
difference. For this reason the class, red, or red and while setters, 
called Irish, was made. This is the origin or the class as far as I know, 
aud It was quite a large class al Chicago. ' Yaller" dogs predominated, 
aud it wus a wuII-o*tarnished fact that dogs were mitered in this class 
that could not be traced to any pure-bred Irish stock. Init had own 
brothers (orange and white) entered ill the native English class, taking 
prize* there. I do not consider it Just to debar our native stock from 
any show, but am strongly of the opinion that all dogs should be mi¬ 
tered as native that are uot imported, and proof to that effect cannot 
ho produced. 

I am the owner of what I consider os well-bred Irish stock as can be 
found in this country (every body thiuks their stock the best.) The 
dog was Imported In 1874 and the bitch i« from imported stock. 1 en¬ 
tered the bitch lu the red or red and white close called Irish simply t » 
bring up the question of which should be connidered native ami what 
lin|H>rted Hlvick but although the bitch took first prize iu the native as 
she had before at Memphis in the imported class, there was no ques¬ 
tion raised but I propose at the next meeting of the “ Kennel Club" to 
have the subject discussed what ahull be called native Irish or English 
setters at future bench shows and as Mr. Goodeuough has brought up 
the question I would like his views on the subject. Knowing him to 
have bceu a breeder or the Irish strain for many yearn, nnd a gent le- 
muu whose oplulon i* entitled to consideration; There have been 
large amounts of money expended for imported dogs -both of the 
Irish and English strains—Are those bred in this country 
unable to successfully compete on the Bench wltii those imported? I 
think not; and for my part I should be glad to see at all future Bench 
Shows, simply classes of English setters, Irish setters and Gordon set¬ 
ters. hut have the class for stock dogs, divided Into imported, uud those 
bred in this country, which I call native. Now Mr. Editor I would 
like to call the attention of your readern to the question of pedigrees. 
Simply saying that a dog Is by Dan, out of Sally, I consider far from 
correct If we desire to make auy progress lu improving our stock. I 
think each and every pedigree should give the name, breed, color and 
marking and owner's name, of both sire and dam, grand sire and grund 
dam, g. g. sire and g. g. dam, etc. If this is done, we can easily select 
a sire to produce the color we desire. Let a breeder furnish a certifi¬ 
cate of the breeding as above with each whelp he nmy dfsi>o«e 
of, aud in a short time we shall be ablu to nave 
a record of pedigrees that will be intelligible aud of some use. I 
entirely ignore tbe ideu that a dog with white on him cannot he ns pure 
bred an lri"b dog as one without white, nud every breeder knows how 
difficult it is to procure uu entire Utter of pups of auy hunting breed, say 
pointer’s setters,*or spaniel’*, without some mixture of colors; some 
may be pure color, others with some white or other color on them. 
Now, are not those iu same litter with some white as pure bred uh 
thoae without; if not,why not? Let others answer If. Wuitman.

TUB DOQ—HYDROPHOBIA. 

Notwithstanding Ihu valuable and faithful services man¬ 
kind receive from the intelligence and docility of the dog, 
the domestication of this animal is attended with a very 
serious drawback—I allude to the possibility of our deriving 
from it one of “the moat terrible evils,” in the form of hy¬ 
drophobia, a disease " perhaps the most agonising and hor- 
rilic to which humanity is liable, from whose aspect, or en¬ 
durance, the stoutest hearts ami best regulated minds 
shink awoy in terror,” and agaiust which the resources of 
medicine have hitherto proved inadequate and unavailing. 

The word hydrophobia• signifies a dread of water, this 
being one of the most striking symptoms of that species of 
madness which occurs in man, after being bitten by a mad 
dog or other animal laboring under a similar disease. Some 
have given to it the more general term hygrophvbia, or a 
dread of all liquids. Both terms are, however, highly ob¬ 
jectionable, because derived from a symptom which by no 
means invariably or exclusively belongs to this disease. 
The old writers gave to it various other appellations, signi¬ 
fying a dread of air, a dread of all things, etc., from the 
circumstance that the. impression of a current of cool air 
sometimes excites terror; and likewise, because the disease 
is marked by a singular degree of general timidity and dis¬ 
trust; hut these are circumstances more particularly ob¬ 
served when the disease occurs iu the human subject. By 
modern writers the disease iB more generally and correctly 
named rabies eaninu, orcaniuc madness. The French term 
it la rage. 

The animals most frequently the subjects of rabies are 
those of the dog kind, including tliu wolf and fox; and some 
writers maintain, that although it loay be received and prop¬ 
agated by other animals, yel it invariably originates with 
some of the canine race. (Hillary, JHseasrs of llarbadoes.) 

It is observed by the late Dr. J*. Hunter, lhat all domestic 
animals, birds as well as beasts, are susceptible of (lie poi¬ 
son of the mad dog; and indeed wc have as yet no fact to 
prove that there is any race of animals exempted from itB 
effects. Whether every animal laboring under the disease 
is capable of infecting others, or whether this power is con¬ 
fined to u few only, we are yet to leurn. 

To lire human species, the disease has bceu communi¬ 
cated from the biles of dogs, wolves, foxes and eats. The 
dog, the wolf, and the Jacknll have, by the inquiries of late 
naturalists, been ascertained to be of the same species; and 
Ucucu it is uothing surprising l Iml tbe latter should be capable 
of communicating the infection, as well as the two former. 
The fox has, also, a slroug alHnity to the dog, and is by 
Liunuciica and other authorities counted of the same yeans; 
but the distinctions of natural history will Dot avail us hero, 
for the cat, auimalof a very different genus, has often com¬ 
municated hydrophobia to the human species. 

Many other animals arc said to have the power of infect¬ 
ing others by their bite, when laboring themselves under tbe 
disease; but tbe facts hitherto collected are very vague, and 
totally inconclusive on this point. In regard to tbe human 
subject, instances have been kuown of meu laboring under 
hydrophobia, biting their attendants, and no bad effects 
have resulted. These are strong reasons for believing that 
tetanus, or the locked-jaw.has frequently been mistaken for 
hydrophobia, and has given rise to the accounts of the dis¬ 
ease having proceeded from the bite of thccock and goose, 
the scratch mint the claws of the cut, ami similar histories. 

Dogs arc much more susceptible of the infection than the 
human species. Four men and twelve dogs were bit by the 
same mad dog, and every one of the dogs died of the dis¬ 
ease, while the four men entirely escaped, though they em¬ 
ployed uo other means of prevention than such as we sec 
every day to fail. There is also an instance of twenty per¬ 
sons being bit by the same mad dog, of whom only one had 
the disease. (S. Cooper, Art. llydro]ihobia.) 

The danger from the bite of a rabid animal will be vari¬ 
ous, us it happens to be inflicted upon a part more or loss 
vascular; or as the teeth art; more or less loaded with lire 
poison. There is the greatest danger from bites on the 
race, and the symptoms come on sooner; bites of the hand, 
also, which are generally bare, are full of danger. In other 
parts of the laxly, the clothing, by wiping the teeth, greatly 
lessens the danger of infection. 

Wrong notions, of a highly dangerous tendency, arc en¬ 
tertained by the public generally in regard to hydrophobia, 
as it appears in the canine race. The writer of tbe article, 
Hog. in the new Oyctopiedia, appears to huve lmd most ex¬ 
tensive opportunities of observing the disorder in dogs, hav¬ 
ing paid attention to more than two hundred cases. To his 
remarks we acknowledge ourselves to be indebted for many 
of the following facts: 

The peculiar symptom, a dread of water and other fluids, 
which characterises the complaint in tliu human subject, 
has been applied to the disease Id tbo dog, and has occa¬ 
sioned it to lie culled by the auuiu name, hydrophobia. This 
is a palpable misnomer, for in no instance does Ihcrc exist 
any dread of water, but merely an inability to swallow it; 
dogs in a state of madness are, on the eoutrnry, very greedy 
after it. This unfounded suspicion hus often conducted to 
a vury fatal error: it being the received opinion that no dog 
is rabid who can lap water, many have been lulled into a 
fatal security. Another equally false and dangerous idea 
bus prevailed that every mad dog must, of course, be wild 
und furious: but so farts this from being true, Hint, in tbe 
greater number of instances, there is very little of that wild, 
savage fury, which is expected by the generality of persons. 
Tbe disposition in the mad dog to do mischief is rather an 
increased Irritability than an absence of sense; in most in¬ 
stances, even those that are furious, acknowledge the mas¬ 
ter’s voice and are obedient. The symptom which is most 
frequently tbo first observable in a mad dog, is a certain 
peculiarity in bis manner; some strange departure from his 


usual habits. In a very great number of instances, this pe¬ 
culiarity consists in a disposition to pick up straws, bits of 
paper, rugs, thread, or the smallest objects which happen 
to be upon ilie floor. This is aaid to he particularly common 
in small dogs; others, agaiu, show an early peculiar¬ 
ity by licking the pails of another dog. lu 
ouc instance, wc are told, tbe approach of 
the disease was indicated Ivy a very uncommonim attach¬ 
ment taking place in a pug pup, towards a kitten, which he 
was constantly licking, as also Ihu cold nose of a healthy 
pugtlmt was with him; an attachment to Hie sensation of 
cold appeals iu many cases, it being very common to observe 
Hie alVected dogs licking cold Iron, cold atones, etc. Early 
iu the disease, some dogs will eat their own excrement and 
lap their own urine. An early antipathy to strange dogs’ 
and cals, is very commonly observed, but, cs|>eciull.v to 
cals. As the disease advances, the affected (logs bite those 
with whom they are domesticated, und finally, the persons 
around them; but, except iu a moment of irritability, they 
seldom attack the human subject. The irritability wltieh 
induces them to bito, is, as already observed, devoid of wiltl- 
neBS; it is more like peevishucss than fury. A stick held up 
to them always excites their anger in a violent degree, and 
throughout the disease there is generally a wonderful im¬ 
patience of control, and the animals are with great difficulty 
frightened. It is all important to keep iu mind llie fact, 
that dogs affected with madness, from their quiet and ap¬ 
parently inofl'ensivu maimers, havu even not been suspected 
of having the disorder, und have been allowed lo run about; 
have been fondled and even slept with. (.Sic Mem. of Swed¬ 
ish Acad. 1777.) 

The other symptoms of madness in tbe dog are, his be¬ 
coming dull, solitary, leaving his master’s house, or en¬ 
deavoring to hide himself-suddenly snapping or biting with 
tlic smallest provocation. In the progress of the disease, his 
eyes become generally red or inflamed, and a purulent dis¬ 
charge issues from the eyelids. Instead of burking, he often 
makes a dismal howl; his ears and head hangdown, he walks 
as if overpowered witli sleep, frequently he will eat with 
even a voracious appetite; hut in general, the mail dog has a 
listless and melancholy appearance. 

He now begins to pant; he breathes quick and heavy; hangs 
out his tongue, from which and his lips he discharges a 

rcut quantity of frothy salivu. His mouth is ordinarily 

ept open , his tongue assumes a leaden hue; he now be¬ 
comes extremely anxious and impatient, and lias an inor¬ 
dinate desire to gnaw everything around him. If chained, 
or conflneil, he uses his utmost efforts to break loose; and if 
he succeeds, he wanders about seeking other animals to 
bite, particularly those of his own species. Sometimes he 
walks slowly, as if half asleep, and then suddenly runs, hut 
not always directly forwards. 

Very often ho has the appearance of being palsied behind, 
and labors under an inflammation or the bowels, which 
causes him to sit on his rump, seemingly in great pain. In 
the Inst stage tlic preceding symptoms are greatly aggra¬ 
vated; he now becomes very feeble, his jaws drop as if par¬ 
alyzed; his saliva runs in streams from his moulli; lie wan¬ 
ders, or ralher staggers about, with scarce the power of 
biting, and at. length, exhausted by the disease, generally 
dies on the fourth or fifth day after its commencement. A 
singular circumstance has been remarked in the mad dog, 
that on no occasion will he evince any symptoms of fear, 
nor will he cry out on being struck, or shot; scarcely even 
in the agonies of death, it is said that all dogs have a dread 
of one that is mail, and will tly, if possible, mi its approach. 
However courageous a dog may lie, it is asserted Hint when 
attacked by a rabid animal, be will cry out and make every 
effort to disengage himself and escape; this may in general, 
be correct, yet it is a fact lhat some dogs will readily attack 
those that are mad. 

It is very properly remarked by Thomas that many dogs 
art) evidently declared lo be mail which arc not so in reality. 
“Should a strange dog happen to run with speed through a 
town, or village, all Hie dogs in the place will run after him; 
ami lie. In gel clear, will snap al eillier man or dog that im¬ 
pedes his way. Instantly the cry of mad dog resounds 
from all quarters; crowds armed with different instru¬ 
ments of destruction pursue the wretched animal,” which, 
however valuable and harmless, “falls a victim lo the ill- 
timed rage of thoughtless ignorance.” 

The causes of Ibis peculiar disease in dogs arc at present 
involved in much obscurity, and we have little else than 
conjectures u|kiii the subject. We do not know whether 
rabies ever originated spontaneously in these animals, or 
whether it be propagated only by contagion. That Hie bite 
of a mad dog will communicate Ihu disease to another, all 
are aware; yet there have occurred instances in which no 
such bite could have been incurred Many facts, indeed, 
would seem to point out the communication of the disease 
by contagion. The celebrated sportsman Mr. Mcynell, we are 
assured secured his dogs from the malady by causing every 
new bound to perform a quarantine of two months, before 
he was suffered to join tbe pack. 

Great heat Inis been supposed to cause the disease; but we 
are told by Hunter that in the hot island of .Tamaieu, where 
dogs are very numerous, not one was known to go mad dur¬ 
ing 40 years. M. Lnrrcy, Bonaparte's principal surgeon, de¬ 
clares that in Egypt, where these anitnuls are found in vast 
numbers, being held by the natives in veneration, and never 
put to death, hydrophobia is entirely unknown. At Alep¬ 
po, also, where the dogs perish in great uutnbers from want 
of food and water, and the heat of the climate, the disease 
never ondirs. (See l.arrcy's Memoirs, I’ot. 2, and New 
Cuelt/pwdia, Art. Hog.) 

In Mr. Mcynell's account, it is assorted that madness 
never occurs In Hie dog from the heat of the weather, putrid 
provisions, nor from any cause excepting the bite. Mr. Gill- 
man, however, endeavors to prove that though tbe disease 
in dogs originates indc)icndcnHy of particular climates, of 
putrid aliments, of deficiency of water, or of the worm 
under the tongue; yet it may originate without tliu Idle of n 
dog allocted with the disease, iu the same manner as typhus 
fever originates in man; that is, nv confinement, without 
exercise, in close, filthy kennels. He conceives that the 
success of Mr. Trt’viilyan, as related by Dr. Bards- 
ly, in cleuring bis kennel of the* disease, by 
changing oven the pavement after other means of purifica¬ 
tion had failed, affords presumptive evidence in favor of 
this opinion, and, consequently, ibis author thinks that the 
method of quarantine adopted by Mr. Mcvnell, will not be 
alone a sultieienl preventive. He shows from somu facts 
re|K»rted by Mr. Daniel, that tin' poison sometimes lies dor¬ 
mant in dogs four, five and six months, and, consequently, 
be infers Hint the period of two months Is not a sultieienl 
quarantine before a new dog is introduced into a pack.— 
((hitman on Rabid Anitn-ils.) 

For hydrophobia, no ruincdy has as yet U'cn found out. 
The moment, therefore, a dog is stcipeetcd to be. mad, ho 
should be carefully secured by a strong chain, but not im¬ 


mediately destroyed; when, however, his infection is posi¬ 
tively ascertained, his speedy death becomes at once an act 
of humanity to the unitual himself, and the only certain 
measure tp prevent his infecting others. A valuable dog be¬ 
ing bitten by one that is inad, i have no doubt he might he 
preserved from the occurrence of the disease, if the wounded 
>url8 could he immediately aud entirely cut out, or ctiuter- 
zed with a red-hot iron, tbe surrounding hair being first 
shaved off for some distance around the bite. In ttie hu¬ 
man subject the only certain remedy against llie disease is 
the complete excision of the wounded parts, or the removal 
of the poison Ijy sucking the wound forcibly aud for a con 
siderablu lime. Experience would seem lo prove ili.it the 
excision of the bitten part, at any time previously to the 
geuerul symptoms of hydrophobiu making their appearance, 
will uvert tbe disease. 

The cruel und ridiculous practice, called worming, can 
iu no possible manner tend to the prevention of maducss in 
the dog.

Yea, enter our legisla¬ 
tive halls with your banner, unfurl it o’er the heads of our 
pampered and sleek-checked law-givers, flare it in their 
faces, that they may read the sportsman’s motto, and learn, 
with ail their vain efforts towards public good, how little 
they have done towards the preservation of our game.

discord upon my petted nerves, and scarce a rod away a 
dusky son of Afric’s soil adds to his string another mother 
bird, which has just crept perhaps from its cosy nest to seek 
the caresses of “Bob White” that sat on yonder straggling 
fence, to cheer with plaintive note-call his fond and tender 
mate. Hcmonstrution with the murderous potter (who per¬ 
haps has killed a half-dozen birds since mom, and a hund¬ 
red more in embryo) would only elicit the reply: “I takes 
’em down, sah, wheneber I cun ketch ’em out, sub." 

How long this condition of affairs, this cruel and wanton 
destruction, anil utter rcgardlessncss of the laws of God aud 
man will continue, it is hard to conjecture. Acta for the 
preservation of our game were defeated last year, and if 
such should be tbe case again, the day is close at hand when 
those who are now too blind to discover the rapid decline,

Saturday last was the tenth anniversary of the opening of 
Jerome Park, and the Spring meeting of the American 
Jockey Club opened under the most favorable circumstan¬ 
ces. The day was clear and bright, although warm, and 
thousands, estimated by some as high as five thousand, 
availed themselves of the opportunity of getting out of the 
stifling city and enjoying the spirited contests which 
invariably take place at Jerome Park. It is astonishing to 
see how great a change there has been in the last few years 
in relation to the events of the turf. At the time to which 
we refer a lady in New York society who would go to a race 
was considered, to say the least, slightly fast; but now one 
of that same society who would object to go would be con¬ 
sidered prudish. Under this gradual development of a 
taste for respectable sport by the better classes of society, 
Jerome Park has become more and more popular, until this 
year the number of spectators was larger than at any pre¬ 
vious meeting. Saturday the fashionable portion of New 
York was out in full force, the female portion of it arrayed 
in their usual gorgeous splendor. 

There were five races, and the running was very fine, 
every one feeling delighted with the day's sport. The fa- 
verites won in three of tim five races, but the odds were so 
great that the backers of the winners did not make as much 
as those who took the short horses in the two other races. 
Lizzie R. raked in a nice pot for those who remembered how 
well she did last fall, and bought her, then as now a short 
horse. 

In the one and a-half mile race, Oden Bowie’s chestnut 
colt Ore Knob, the winner, was in the field which in a pool 
of eighteen hundred and fifty dollars .old for two hundred 
and fifty. Madge, the favorite, and Ad laidc,^second choice, 
came in third and fourth. 

A full report of the running will bo found in its appro¬ 
priate department. 

Mr. Delancey Kane’s coach continues to attract a crowd 
at the hour of starting from and arriving at the Brunswick 
Hotel, between Twenty-sixth and Twenty seventy 
streets, on Fifth avenue. At half past 10 o’clock, 
to the minute, Mr. Kane mounts the box, cracks the 
whip, and rattles up Fifth avenue, the guard blowing the 
horn. Mr Kane is a capital whip and winds his coach be¬ 
tween the numerous vehicles on Fifth avenue with the ut¬ 
most ease. It is all the rage to take a ride on the coach, so 
much so that the fashionables have booked themselves up 
to the first of July. As it is decidedly not the thing to bo 
seen in New York after the 4th, at the latest, much less 
in such a conspicuous place as on the top of a coach, the 
opportunity will be afforded “the common herd" to air 
themselves between New York and Pelham. 

We got the infection of a desire to see Kane start, and so 
Saturday morning gratified our curiosity. There is not 
much of the “coachcy” about him, as he is quite a gentle¬ 
manly and fine looking fellow. But with all the patronage 
he says it does not pay him. 

The fever has extended, and several coaches have been 
ordered in England ; so coaching in a short time will doubt¬ 
less become quite popular here. 

Blspham has painted a picture which represents the 
start. It is excellent; the likeness of Mr. Kane, his wife 
and brother, as also of the guard, is life-like. Inside the 
coach is an old lady with glasses on, who is of Bispham’s 
own creation ; she is supposed to be disgusted and return-* 
inghome. 

The selection of the American Rifle Team is the chief 
topic among the riflemen of the city. It is somewhat 
strange that when the committee found some of those who 
they expected would be among the number making the 
highest scores had not done so, that they should have 
changedlthejentire programme as to permit eight of these 
gentlemen to shoot again next Tuesday and Wednesday for 
a place on the team with those who have earned the right 
to compote hy the rules which they assented to when they 


entered for the contest. It looks very much as though it 
were an attempt to shut out Colonel Hhaffer, of Chicago, and 
Mr. Gray of Boston. These gentlemen entered subject to 
the rules laid down, and wore willing to abide the result; 
and now to be compelled to compete against other men, 
gives the affair very much the complexion of a desire to, if 
possible, confine the contest to New York and immediate 
vicinity. 

The challenge of Cyrille Dion to play any man in the 
world for $5,000 a side, has been accepted by Maurice 
Daly, which has created a tempest among the billiard men.

The yacht race for the “Queen’s Cup” on Thursday next, 
is being extensively discussed. The difference of opinion is 
so great, both as to the right of the New York Yacht Club to 
deviate from the rule heretofore observed in previous con¬ 
tests for it and as to tho result, that we will not now dis¬ 
cuss cither. _ Mohawk. 


NEW ANIMAL PAINTINGS. 

The care and time necessary for the proper painting of 
animals generally deters our American artists from follow¬ 
ing that specialty; but the German and Belgian minds seem 
to have an affinity for the close study of domestic pets, and 
these nations are now furnishing the masters in this depart¬ 
ment. Among the fine new imported pictures, which have 
recently been put on free exhibition at Mr. Highwood’s gal¬ 
lery, at No. 165 Wabash avenue, are several striking repre¬ 
sentations of poultry, dogs, horses and cattle, from 
the easel of famous European artists. R. Macs, of 
Belgium, seems to be a masterly interpreter of chicken 
nature, and in his group in a barnyard there is a correct¬ 
ness of drawing, clearness of color and idea of texture, 
which will make this a general favorite; but a larger group 
surpasses it in its animation, representing a cock and his 
harem by the side of a dusty road; the cock bits a brilliancy 
of plumage and a roundness of form which makes him to 
appear standing in front of the canvas. 

The most vigorous of all of the dog paintings is by 
DeVos, now deceased, formerly" living in Brussels the grand 
rush of two rat-terriers, suddenly rushing out of the dark 
interior of a barn into the sunlight, and the rapid and anx¬ 
ious plunge of both hunters, as they see their 
game disappearing through the narrow crevice 
of the bam floor, have been represented 
with unusual and life-like character. The student of paint¬ 
ings will admire the effect of the sunlight on the floor, and 
even the seemingly careless introduction of a pail and feed- 
dish in the foreground serve their part in showing that 
these dogs are at home; and perhaps this is not the first 
time when the rat has been obliged to run a race for life. 

Em. Van Damme furnishes two Holland scenes, which 
cannot fail to interest all who have ever visited that level 
country ; in one the clo«e of the day is rapidly approaching, 
and in a large green field the cows stand at the edge of a 
pool, bordered by trees whose foliage has been handled in a 
soft and free manner. Just behind the herd stands 
a peasant woman with evident pride in her charge as she 
rests on a staff; the finely-drawn heads, the shape of the 
almost translucent cars, are indications of purity of blood, 
which an artist could never appreciate without having long 
studied high-blooded stock. The other scene by the same 
painter is on a quiet summer afternoon, when the well-fed 
cattle turn to the water, and then seek the shade of the wil¬ 
low trceB, whose limbs have been lopped off so as to bring 
the foliage near the surface of the ground. The soft, clear 
sky is indicative of a pleasant day, as though the original 
study might have been made directly in the fields. 
The same region of country furnishes a 
theme for D. P. Van Lookhorst, who shows 
carefully drawn cattle on a grassy plain, intersected by 
canals, with a bold sky in the background. Laurent, too, 
presents us with a view of Belgian cattle standing at the 
bars; in front stands a milch cow with excellent points of 
careful breeding, and beyond her rises the vigorous head of 
a bull lowing for the herd-boy; through the distant sky gulls 
are seen flying, and thus the perspective of nature is trans¬ 
ferred to the canvass. 

The European artists nave, after all, made their highest 
reputations in the excellence of their sheep pictures, and 
fine examples of the Flemish school are seen in the groups 
by C. Van Leemputtcn, of Brussels; one might almost bury 
his hands in the crisp fleeces of the long-headed sheep, 
which seem to be of a peculiar breed, as they are 
lying quietly under the trees tho shepherd and his dog rest 
in the background. In the arrangement of the companion 
picture, three sheep are shown lying in tho open field, under 
the watchful eye of a dog, and a hen daintily is picking her 
food near at hand. Of all the names which have risen high in 
this department Christian Mall, of Munich, stands prominent; 
the British and other nations having frequently bestowed gold 
medals upou him. He enjoys a handsome income, and owns 
a fine studio building on Bchwanthaler street. In one of his 
groups of sheep, they lie in the shade of the trees, and nib¬ 
ble at the foliage hanging low. Tho character of these 
Bavarian sheep differs widely from those of Belgium, and 
the accessories of trees, rolling ground, and sky 
are rarely equalled by any one devoting his time 
to tho representation of animals. The other group of sheep 
and lambs is partly in the shadow of the barn, and a strong 
effeot is produced by the sunlight falling on the soft and 
clean fleeces of the lambs, reaching Us highest point at the 
wblte rebbiv ia the foreground. The landscape consists of 


distant blue mountains, and is equal in all respects to the 
other. The opportunity for examining these vigorous re¬ 
presentations of animal life furnishes a real treat to those 
who enjoy both art and nature, and after some weeks seve¬ 
ral fine French pictures will reach this city which will i n . 
lerest our readers.

On Wednesday the 21st, at 0 A. m., the tournament will 
begin with the competition for the following class prizes, 
open to all members of organized clubs in the State.

Philadelphia, June 5, 1876. 

The pigeon shooting match between Captain A. II. Kogardns, 
champion of the world, and Or. Talbot, of England, took place this 
afternoon at the Old Lamb Tavern, near Philadelphia. The number of 
spectators present was comparatively few. owing to nn utter lack of 
management ou the part of those In charge of the ground. The crowd 
would not keep back from the marksmen, aud several times Interrupted 
the shooting. The contestant refused to continue shooting null I the 
crowd could be urged back; several birds were lost, owing to the specta¬ 
tors having crowded within the bouudaries, so that the marksmen were 
afraid to shoot. 

By the terms of the match the 100 birds at which each man was to 
shoot were divided into three classes. The first 50 were shot single 
from five ground traps, at 30 yards rise. 80 yards boundary, with I '* os. 
shot, under the English rules permitting tho use of both barrels and 
allowing three minutes for the fall of each bird. The men pulled for 
each other, and the shooter did not know which trap was to be used 
until the bird wa* shown. ... ... 

After hls first twenty-five birds, Bogardus' shooting improved. Hu 
marie femer misses and made two very good shots. Tall ml made tho 
best shot of the day on hls twenty fourth bird,* driver, and bad flown 
at least slxiy-yards before he brought it down with hls second barrel, 
the bird dropping just within bounds.

Reminiscences of Hie Lake Superior Country—After 111* 1 
Virginian Beer.

[Written for The Chu ado Kibli) ] 

After hii early breakfast, remembering my late experience : 
in trout-fishing, I shouldered my gun and started for it high 
ridge, over which, some, years since, the tire hail swept. 
The bloekencd. branchless trunks were standing alone in 
their giim desolation, their pristine glory and hcaulv for 
ever departed It was thickly covered with raspberry 
bushes, and when they arc in full and .ripening fruitage, it 
is a favorite feeding-ground for the ruffed grouse and liear-, 
and during a part of the year it is a favorite browsing and 
hiding place tor deer. 

Before l reached the ridge my heart was made to palpi¬ 
tate violently by the breaking of dry twigs and the waving 
of the underbrush. With my gun at a charge, I stopped I 
under cover expecting at the very least a four huudred I 
pound bear. 

It came. I saw, and never shall forget. It was not a ! 
bear, but u burlesque on the human face and form, whose | 
equal I have never seen, even in a night-mare dream. It } 
was not a goodly countenance to look upon; it was not a| 
neutral face, for it possessed positive, palpable, unfading, 
and inexhaustible ugliness; an obtrusive ugliness, which 
would challenge the messenger of had news, even, to stop 
and look at it. It possessed an ugliness so perfect, so com¬ 
plete, so sublime, that it might defy climatic influences, the 
small pox, and Old Time himself. It had only to be seen to 
he remembered forever. Poor man! Misery had stolen 
him at his birth, and he bad fled the society of his fellow- 
men to avoid their impertinent gaze and their heartless ridi¬ 
cule. 

He bore a small pack strapped on his back and in his 
hand, a pair of elaborately wrought snow-shoes, of the Chip- 
pewed pattern. When he had approached within a few paces, 
i stepped out from the brush where he eould see me, and his 
little, deep-set, grey eyes, sparkled with a surprised look 
when I spoke to him. 

In the course of a conversation which followed, 1 asked 
permission to examine his snow-shoes.

“ Don’t you know,” he resumed, “ at when we’ve got a 
tivc-foot snow then's the best wulkin' 'at ever u man seed? 
An’ then hit never gits live-foot 'cept along the shore o' 
8'pcrior. An’ it don’t come all to onct in a day. Hit com¬ 
mences fallin long bvout November,an’ hit snows a little grist 
off ’n on dare on to May,an’ sometimes to June, I’ve seed hit 
snow, by garr, like all blazes on the 15th o' June, and you 
couldn't see four rod. nuther. But some time* hit snows 
an' kee/w asnowin’ for more as a week, an’ the’ don’t come 
no crust then, captiug, tee're ettrrottntlid! But wheu the’ 
comes a crust on to it, I can out on these snow-shoes an' 
walk right over these ’ere logs an’ underbrush, an’ never ! 
know they’re there, an’ make my five mild au hour, by garr. 

“Did you fellers come all the way from Blank jisl to 
hunt? By garr, it's every jump of 000 mild.” 

I was dvoun iu the Blank onct, away dyottn among the 
hills in the south part o'the Slate, whar the'w’ar ho-modc 
jeans an’ odor hit yaller with apple-tree hark. Thcy’s the 
quarust folks 'at ever / seed. They call hog baug, an’ log, 
lnuir, an’ ef they don’t call a spider a skillet, you may shoot 
me!' 

Well, I can't understand ’em no how. Why. I got to ar 
gufyin with one of 'em onct, an I called ’im a liar ; 'an tile 
first thing ’at I kuowed I wer onto my back abyout four rod 
from tbeplacc ’at I remembered «»’ scein’ of last. Yes, I 
were! The feller 'd put a nosu onto mu us he called hit. 
Well! think says I, that’s pur-tee kyule. 

Nyow up to hum—I mean in Vermont—when you call a 
man a liar be sets dyoun an' aragyfys ; hut out in Blank 
they knock 'iin heels over dinner-basket quicker 'u greased 
lightnin'—all afore you can say Jack Robinson.” 

More of my ugly friend some other day. I suspect be has 
been among the "Sang-diggcr” of East Tennessee. 

Well, reader, here we are, on the fire-scathed ridge. The I 
berries are gone, but a deer may be concealed somewhere 
in this ocean of brambles ; we may see bearsign too. 

Yes, here have been a mother bear and her children; see? 
—the big trucks and the little ones? They have broken 
down the briars and made more sign than as many fat hogs 
would do. But the sign is a month old, perhaps, so we'll 
not growjnervous over it. 

Did you ever see so many deer trails? They run In all 
directions. Some of them have been made recently—per- 
clianuu to-day. And thu “rubs” and “scrapes"—there must 
be “a camp-mceiing of" deer on this same ridge. Let us 
remove the ball-cartridge from the right barrel and replace 
with buck-shot; for if we gel u shot, it will he on 
the jump. Cun we slip up on them y Wbat, 
with all these briars clawing at us and serving 
as so many wide-awake sentinels? No; our belter 
plan is to climb some lodged tree, where, 
concealed among its branches, wc can sec without being 
seen. A deer has to make hut one or two jumps in such 
copse us this to get get out of sight, 

Over yonder, two hundred yards or so, a large piuc has 
fallen to the west and lodged on the upturned roots of a 
predecessor. Wc will walk on these fallen trees—lacking 
about from one U> another, like a sail-vessel in a contrary 
wind—until wc reach it. In walking these logs we shall 
make belter headway, and, should wc startle a deer from 
his morning nap, wc shall be sufficiently above the general 
level of the undergrowth to gel a fair shot. 

While the deer is very wild, ho is also very curious. 8o 
strung is this curiosity, be will stand under the cover of a 
small clump of bushes, stretch his neck and peer at you over 
tbeir tops, then bending low be will peep at you 
from beneath their drooping branches. Hometiines be will 
stand tbas under cover, and let the stalker, as he steals 
through the woods with the silence of a phantom, pass 
within twenty puces of his hiding place in blissful ignorance 
of his presence. Well, hero is this fallen pine; a nice 
observulory it will make. Let us descend with alt possible 
caution—a step and a pause—examining every foot of 
ground us we go, just us if an armed foe, intent on gelling 
the hi st shot, should he discover us before we discover anil 
anticipate him, were concealed somewhere within easy 
range—fingers on niggers, ready to fire at the second Jump. 

At fifteen feet above ground, we shall be beyond the 
danger line of his scenting (power, and, If we avoid quick 


motions, we shall lie safe from his eyes. If we shall be 
lucky cuough to get a shot, and unfortunate cuough to miss 
or cripple, instead of runniug from he may ruu towards us. 

How admirably this fork is adapted to the business in 
baud Wc can sit, sliind, turn around, or shoot without en¬ 
dangering our necks. 

Let's see what time in the morning it is ; eight, tun. 
We'll watch two hours and then, if uothingcolitis our way; 
we'll have to content ourselves with a few of these ruffed 
grouse. What motherly care she takes of her fifteen chil¬ 
dren. Did you see her lunik her bill around that stalk of 
wild grass and pull it down so they can strip it of its seeds? 
Do 1 see that little birch swaying to and fro? Certainly I 
do. and know, loo, that an olu buck is "horning" it. 

Just let him show so much as three hairs, and we’ll "un¬ 
hitch" a load of buck-shot at him. Now’s our time ! bang, 
and away he goes—bang, and still be goes I—crash, crash 
through the brambles, out of sight; out of hearing. 

Did I miss him ? No; didn't you sec how he flourished 
his tail?. Let's get down and examine the spot where ho 
stood, and sec what light wc can get from “sign." Let us 
tind tirst where the shot struck among the bushes, and de¬ 
cide whetheror not we have overshot. Here one has struck 
about a fool above ground; that’s too low. Here one has 
struck four feet above; that’s loo high; but it’s all right, as 
some must have gone between these extremes, and hit the 
mark. Now let us sec if wc can find hair or blood. Some¬ 
times buckshot do not draw a drop of blood, unless they 
pass through some part of Lite body. It takes a rifle ball to 
make a bloody trail. Here's where he stood. 

Do 1 see anv hair? Not yet. Let us stoop dowu, 
and lay off the tire by three feel where 
he stood in imaginary strips six inches wide and 
five feet long, and begin at the top like we were 
reading a column in a newspaper. Here area few hairs.

Yes, we’re on the right trail—but the bleeding—wliat if 
we have ouly "pawnched" him? In that case he may run 
to Halifax. We'll follow ou his trail a couple of hundred 
yards, and if wc fail to find him we'll sit down an hour or 
two and give him time to get sick ; tlieu he’ll not ruu before 
we get within gun-shot of him. Perhaps, too, we may find 
dim slone-deau. Here he has scraped the blood from bis 
side on this little pine. He’s got the staggers too ! See 
how his trail zig-zags ! It's my guess that we’ll liud him 
within a few rods as— 

There he lies, dead as a mackerel!

You think it’s a deal of labor for one deer? That’s true 
if the fun’s to gtf for nothing. 


Dropping to Shot Fur unit Peat lie r. 


The inability of dropping to shot fur and feather is ably 
advocated by Mr. Burges; in the Field of April 15th;hilt as 
be has only given us one side of the question, 1 propose to 
take the other aud see if it is so utterly useless as he bcchis 
to tbiuk. 1 will, however, endorse him thus far: My own 
dogs are allowed to stand instead of dropping to shot on 
snipe after they are Imikcu and in thorough control. Mv 
reasons for so doing are: first, owing to the prairies in the 
Spring being so wet, thus making it uncomfortable for tlie 
dogs, especially in cold weather; second, the use of thu 
I breechloader; third, seeking dead; for, as Burges says, a 
' dog can mark a dead bird more reudilv when standing than 
when dropped to shot. Having said this much in favor of 
I Burges' theory, which is all I can honestly do, 1 will now 
lake the opposite side of the question. That the question 
of the utility or inutility of dropping should ever have 
been raised, and by such a tnau as Arnold 
Burges, astonishes me beyond measure. The drop is 
(he i/rnitsst help that a limn training his own dogs 
can possibly have the check cord itself is no greater, for 
with the drop you can Iran nine dogs out of ten without 
ever using the check cord, true Irish setters perhaps ex¬ 
cepted. Without the drop by signal and word I tmnly 
i believe ninny puppies eould not he broken at all by an 
) unpractised hand, and even a regular iraincr would Hud his 
work more than trebled by its omission. Although i do 
not find my dogs rendered unsteady by not dropp ng to shot 
in actual practice on game, I always keep them up to the 
drop by signal, it being so often wanted m the field that it is 
impossible, to do away witli it. Burges says: “Dropping 
to wing aeconiplisocs nntliiug; if the dog Ins llusheu, liis 
dropping will not make matter* any better." Unless our 
game changes its habits, dropping to fur and feather is 
anollier feature with which we most certainly cannot 
dispense in the field. Even on snipe, bow oltcn do we see 
another one lying where one has been, flushed ; so oftgn is 
this the case, more especially at the Gotniiifucenienl aedehiL 
of the snipe season, when they are scarce, that if my 
dog flushes one and drops to wing, I instantly 

sigual him to stay at llie drop instead of 

allowing him to rise to a point, and by that means l reckon 
that every season l score at least 100 more sni|ie to the bag. 
With regard to quail how often do we see one bird Hushed, 
the dog dropping instantly to feather and immediately 
afterwards |m itut a bevy, when, hud thu drop to wing been 
dispensed with, he would have flushed the whole bevy out 
of shot. Dropping to fur. There are. I fancy, few who 
| will not. agree as to the utility of dropping to fur, for we all 
kuow that dogs will chase fur more readily, and are hurderto 
he broken of this fault than chasing birds, the former re¬ 
maining on their own element, while the latter lake to an¬ 
other in which the dog soon learns his inability to follow. 
Here with many dogs nothing could he done without the 
drop. 

We have now had two field trials In two successive years, 
thu poiuts being the same, with one slight exception, 
and that certainly not hy establishing superflu¬ 
ous points for superficial accomplishments; on the 
contrary, if 1 am not mistaken, five poiuts 


being taken from breaking and allowed for retrieving,which 
prevented some dogs being entered Inst year, and 1 have 
little doubt will again thia. This IH70 will be the Third An¬ 
nual Field Trial, owners of native and imported lioth know¬ 
ing all conditions, each having thu same facilities, and i| mt 
owners of imported dogs are at a disadvantage, which I 
suppose is meant by competitors being at a disadvantage 
I fail to see it, except in a slight way—by the nutlvu having 
three years to train in and the imported principally two; hut 
two years ought to be enough, 1 should think Rules’ f or 
fancy breaking certainly have not so far occurred in ilm 
two trials already past, anti l hope will not occur in those 
to come. Mr. Burges says: “The only otliei claim to he 
brought forward is, that dropping to shot looks well." 'Phis 
argument is in itself a strong one in favor of the drop, f or 
surely the true spoilsman is not to he the only one con¬ 
demned to have no taste for the artistic ami beautiful, and to 
he classed with those who simply go out to see how large 
a hag they can make. I know many who arc not so eager 
to shoot but they cun spend a few minutes admiring the 
graceful attitudes of their dogs wheu on the [Miint, back or 
drop, aye, even with a brace of birds on the ground and the 
remainder of the bevy marshed down iu a likely piece of 
sedge. I suppose such sportsmen come uuder the category 
of those fond of useless display. If so their name is legion. 

I for one plead guilty, for I certainly do like it, and. except 
when snipe shooting, always insist upon it. Had Mr. Bur¬ 
ges simply advocated standing instead of dropping to shoot, 
he might have had some arguments to support his theory; 
hut when ho goes into field trials, fur and feather, Ins 
theory won’t hold water iu any shape, manner or form.

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Harnessing a Sturgeon. 

Mr Robert L. Pell, residing near West Park, on the 
ii,,Ison has made an experiment in utilizing a sturgeon, 
which he extracted much entertainment for himself 

I visitors. Having caught a flue Hah of the kind, nine 
it occurred to him that it was sufllcirntly powor- 
rd to draw a boat with at least one man. The fish was 
therefore secured until a leather and ro|>e harness could be 
lunched to his body, in a way which prevented its slipping 
l.ick of the fins. The fish was placed iu an artificial lake, 
hunt a quarter of a mile long, on the grounds of Mr. Pell, 
“in order to obtain the services of the sturgeon when 
mled a pair of rope reins, oighteen feet long, were at- 
ludied to the harness, and these were fastened to a large 
"yj, float, which swam u|>on the wulor. A boat five and 
"half feet long and two and a half wide, was then con¬ 
structed- It could contain but one man, and in that Mr. 
IVll took his seat, and al- 
,ached the chain at the bow 

ibe floating cork. The 
sturgeon soon began to move, 

.,,,,1 (he moment he realized 
.|,,t a further impediment 
existed to bis movements he 
.tint frantically ahead. The 
host swayed to and fro, and 
the spray, dashing furiously 
from the prow, flew in overy [ 
direction. Frequently the 
gunwale was an inch or two 
below the water’s edge, but 
such was the rapidity of mo¬ 
tion that the water had not 
time to overflow it. The lake 
being but seventeen feet 
deep, and the reins eighteen 
feel lone, there was no possi¬ 
bility of being pulled under 
the water by the diving of 
the fish, and the career of 
the boat was uninterrupted. J 
The sturgeon kept near the 1 
sides of the lake, and swam 
four times around without 
Blacking his pace. He then 
rose to the surface, rolled ou 
his back, and exposed his 
white stomach to the sun¬ 
shine, as if to to say, “I have 
swum long enough, and am 
not going any further." 

Mr. Pell, satisfied with his 
experience, then detached 
the boat from the flout and 
landed. The flsh soon agnin 
disappeared. At each subse¬ 
quent sail, whether by Mr. i 
Pell or any one else, the flsh ') 
would rush regularly four 
times around the lake nnd no 
mure. He would then, as at 
first, regularly roll over on 
his back and rest. 

A neighbor of Mr. Pell 
caught a large sturgeon, und 
imitated his experiment in 
the river. Matters worked 
well for a few moments, but 
it suddenly occurred to tho 
sturgeon to dive. This, the 
river being deep, he could 
easily do. To the dismay of 
his owner, under went the 
cork float, and a violent jerk 
at the prow of the boat was a 
warning to jump into the 
stream. Tho boat went 
down auil was lost to sight 
for several minutes. That 
was the beginning and end of 
harnessing sturgeon us a 
river pastime.

White Whales. 

The steamship Elcnora, from Portland, which arrived at 
New York early on the morning of May 31, had, in ad¬ 
dition to her ordinary cargo, two immense packing cases 
measuring about thirty feet. These cases contained speci¬ 
mens of too “Beluga” or white whale, the very existence of 
which even that eminent authority Herman Melville has de¬ 
nied in his “Moby Dick, or the Search for the White 
Whalo." They were consigned to Mr. Coup of New York 
city. 

Mr. Coup, desirous of procuring at least one white whale, 
dispatched Mr. H. D. Butler and his brother, Mr. Z. T. 
Coup, in se.arch of the desired curiotilies. These gentlemen 
went to Quebec, hired a number of expert Canadian seamen, 
chartered a vessel, and set sail for the coast of Labrador. 
This wag in March, and for nearly two months they cruised 
round the coast of Labrador and Anticosla Island without

success. They once or twipc saw “schools" of the coveted 
prize, but as their object was to capture live specimens, 
and as this was not possible in open water, they had to let 
them pass hy. About two weeks ago they discovered a 
creek on the coast of Labrador, which is used by the 
“schools" of whales in those waters as a calving ground; 
and finding that some white whales wore in the habit of 
frequenting the 8 |kH laid their plans accordingly. At high 
water the depth was about sixty feet, hut at ehh tide not 
more than five or six. A “school" of whales entered the 
creek several days afterward at high water, and before 
they tun time to escape a corral had been formed by driv¬ 
ing stakes at its entrance, and at low water the adventurers 
succeeded in capturing two full grown calves, measuring 
respectively twenty-two and eighteen feet in length. These 
were at once placed in tanks which had been prepared for 
the purpose, and all speed was made for Quebec, where the 
tanks were shipped on board a special train for Portland, 


and from thence moved to the steamer Elcnora, which ar¬ 
rived here yesterday morning. 

The wbaies seemed to get through the journey in good 
style, and when landed were in good condition. They were 
at once removed to their permanent quarters. There a 
most unfortunate accident occurred, resulting in the death 
of the largest specimen. Owing to the carelessness of some 
of the workmen some sharp iron edges had been left ex¬ 
posed in tho lank. Directly the whales were put out of the 
temporary tanks into their quarters the largest commenced 
lashing round at a furious rate of speed, and in so doing 
struck its flukes against the iron, causing a wound from 
which it hied Jto death in a few hours. The loss will be 
nearly #4,000 to the owner.— N. Y. Herald.

How to Tell n Horse’s Age. 

The Jonrnat of the- Harm 
tells how to know the age of 
a horse, as follows: The 
colt is born with twelve grin¬ 
ders ; when four front teelh 
have made their appearance, 
the colt is twelve days old, 
and when the next four come 
forth, it is four weeks old. 
When, the corner teeth ap¬ 
pear, the colt is eight months 
old ; when the latter have at¬ 
tained to the height of the 
front teeth, it is one year old. 
The two-year-old colt has the 
kernel (the substance in the 
middle of the tooth’s crown) 
ground out iu nil the front 
teeth. In the third year the 
middle front teeth are being 
shifted, and when three 
years old these are substi¬ 
tuted by the horse teeth. 
The next four teeth are shift¬ 
ed in the fourth year, and 
the corner teeth in the fifth. 
At six years, the kernel is 
worn out of the lower middle 
front teelh, and the bridle 
teeth have now attained to 
their full growth. At seven 
years, a hook has been form¬ 
ed in the corner teeth of the 
upper jaw, the kernel of the 
teeth nffxt at the middle is 
worn out, and the bridle 
teeth begin to wear off. At. 
eight years the kernel is worn 
out of the lower front teeth, 
and begins to decrease in the 
middle upper front. In the 
ninth year, the kernel has 
wholly disappeared from Hie 
upper middle front teeth ; the 
hook on the corner has in¬ 
creased iu size, and the 
bridle teeth lose their points. 
In the tenth year the Kernel 
is worn out «if the teeth next 
to the middle front of the 
upper jaw, and in the 
eleventh year the kernel has 
entirely vanished from thu 
corner teeth of the same jaw. 
At twelve years old. the 
crown of all "the front teeth 
in the lower jaw has become 
tri-angular, and the bridle 
teeth arc much wont down. 
As the horse advances in age, 
the gums shrink away from 
tho teeth, which,consequent¬ 
ly, receive a long narrow ap¬ 
pearance, and their kernels 
have become metamorphosed 
into a darkish point, gray 
hairs increase in the forehead 
and over the eyes, nnd the 
chin assumes the form of an 
angle. 

The St John’s papers re¬ 
port an extraordinary catch 
of seals lliis season, 340,050 
in all. The people on shore 
even had unusual luck, for 
the heavy winds driving the 
ice toward the land, seals 
were driven in with it, the re¬ 
sult being that in two town¬ 
ships, Tillincate and Fogo, 
the fisher folk who were un¬ 
able to get to sea, made more 
by staying at homo. All 
hands, women and girls with 
men nnd hoys, sallied out to 
mnkc prizes of nil the luck¬ 
less animals. The least esti 
mate for those two places 
was over 50,000, valued at 
$150,000 


—Captain J. \V. White, of the Revenue Marine Service, 
makes a favorable report of Alaska, saying that vegetation 
is luxuriant, the Yucon river navigable for 1,400 miles, the 
seal fisheries practically inexuustiblc, and the minerals enor¬ 
mously valuable. Incidentally he tells the story of fishing 
oir Sitka : *T had a barrel of Pugent Sound clams salted 
for me for bait. I took my lend line, ns large as my thumb, 
attached five hooks above the lead, with a clam on each, 
and fastened lo thu davit; soon the bites—one, two, three, 
and often five—were felt. I threw the line over the pulley, 
and put four men to pull, nnd up would come two, three, 
and sometimes five cod, weighing thirty to forty pounds 
npiece. We had out about twenty lines, and caught 350 
fish in two hours.”

The 
sculp must Include the ears entire, and within two months 
from tbs time the animals are killed; the person who has 
slain them must take the scalps before the county clerk and 
make oath to the time and place of killing. The clerk then 
burns the sculps and gives the killer a certificate which be 
takes to the collector and draws his money. 


A Usk fob Locusts. —A means of utilzing 
these insects has been devised by a French 
physician, Dr. Morvan, of Douarnez, Finis 
icrre, aud consists in preparing them in dif¬ 
ferent ways as bait for tish. In America, 
where swarms of grasshoppers often do se¬ 
rious mischief, devastating large tracts of 
country, traps have been devised for catch¬ 
ing these insects; but except in a few instan¬ 
ces, where they have been used as manure, 
they have not been made to serve any use¬ 
ful purpose. Dr. Morvan dries the locusts 
in the sun, presses them into barrels, and 
subsequently smashes tbent into a paste, 
which is made into small balls and thrown 
into the sea during fishing o|>erations. 
Another method is to boil the locusts before 
making them into a paste. ThiB bait is of 
an oily nature, and is said to be eagerly de¬ 
voured by sardine or pilchard. Large 
quantities of cod’s roe are used on the coast 
of Brittany in the prosecution of this fishery, 
but the increasing high price of this bait bus 
lalclv been a serious addition to the expen¬ 
ses of the fishermen, who haye eagerly 
availed themselves of the novel substitute. 
Bait is not generally used in the English pil¬ 
chard or sardine fishery, different modes of 
fishing being adapted to those employed in 
France; but in those instances where cod’s 
roc bus been tried it has been found to at¬ 
tract large numbers of fish. The increased 
demand for pilchards which the opera¬ 
tions of the Cornish Sardine Company of 
Falmouth are likely to create, for the pur¬ 
pose of preserving the fish in oil, in the man- 
tier which has found so much favor, will 
probably lead to more extended use of bait 
and locusts or grasshoppers will no doubt 
come iuto geueral requisition in Cornwall as 
well as in France. The experiments of Dr. 
Morvan were considered so important by 
the Krenol) Government that a hundred bar¬ 
rels of locHsls were supplied by the Gover¬ 
nor General of Algeria, and transported to 
Brittany to be tried on a larger scale, at the 
cost of the State. The results were so satis¬ 
factory that during the ensuing fishing sea¬ 
son the locust buit is expected to be largely 
used.

READY FOR SUPPER. 


The period of time during which the living human 
frame can withstand submersion in water, without losing 
conciousuesB, 13 a matter of considerable interest to physi¬ 
ologists, as well as all classes of swimmers. The power 
of a diver to save life, in cases where a nnu-swinmier has 
already sunk, depends often on the amount of time he can 
devote to search under water for the 
body, or to disentangling the same from 
weeds, raising it perhaps out ol mud, mid 
through the water to surface. Most scien¬ 
tific works give from one! minute forty-five 
seconds to two minutes as the extreme limit 
of human endurance in this respect; and 
this coincides with the experience of offi¬ 
cers in charge of the pearl fisheries of the 
Persian Gulf. The pearl Heel there amounts 
to some 10,0(10 boats. Captain Tronson, 
who was for some time in command on that 
station, has said that he has had hundreds 
of opportunities of testing, by the ship’s 
cronometer, the moment or the entrance and 
exit from the water of the divers around his 
ship. He found that the maximum period 
of submersion recorded was two minutes, 
and that divers coming up after such an ef¬ 
fort showed every symptom of complete ex¬ 
haustion. J. B. Johnson, the great swim- 
met, who defeated Coyle in two matches for 
the international championship Inst year, is 
now exhibiting himself as a man-fish, ami 
has been limed to stay under water three 
minutes and a quarter, with apparent com¬ 
fort, and in a way that its genuineness can 
not be doubted. But in comparing this per¬ 
formance with those of the Congolese 
divers, wc must take into consideration the 
depths of water iu whichcnch are immersed, 
and the consequent difference of pressure 
that the lungs are subjected toby the weight 
of water above; in Johnson's case a mere 
nothing, in that of the divers a weight 
rapidly increasing, according to the depth 
they get down below Ihe surface. In addi¬ 
tion to this weight of water they have the 
exertion of wrenching the oysters from their 
beds which atone would tend to exhaust the 
lungs. Practice, however, is a great tiling 
in this as in all other matters of endurance, 
and those who wish to acquire a certain su¬ 
periority over their fellows, and over their 
present ability to remain under water, may 
do so by praciicing in two ways; first by in¬ 
flating the lungs constantly, and increasing 
their inhaling capacity; "secondly, liy in¬ 
creasing their powers of holding the inhaled 
breath as long ns possible. The lirst can lie 
done hy inking n series of quick, short 
breaths, which seem to press the air into the 
lungs before it can be consumed; for pine 
tical tests have shown that hy this means 

§ renter endurance can lie obtained than by 
rawing one long breath. To practice the 
remaining under water, without uctually so 
doing, requires some self-denial, and can be 
best done whilst w alking smartly, hy hold¬ 
ing the breath; for the exercise gives iu part 
the exertion of swimming. Of course il is 
not every one that could remain under water 
for two minutes, but practice will enable 
many a nmn who can not stand forty-five 
seconds of immersion to stay under at least 
scvenly or seventy-five seconds, and these 
extra seconds may some day be u life's ran¬ 
som.

The Origin of the Dog. 

There are wild dogs in many parts of the world, but those 
most canine are the wild dogs of the forest of India and the 
dingo of the Aostralian wilds. It is generally accepted that 
the domestic dog Is an improvement on the wolf, but with 
wbat Justice this can be applied to all species of the dog we 
can not say. The Scotch colley and the Spitz dog and the 
dogs of the Esquimaux may with some reason have their 
origin attributed to the Vulpine family because they 
show the wolf and fox in their conformation or 
physiognomy; but it is hard to reconcile the 
broad, blunt muzzle and jowl of the mastiff with the sharp 
cunning pointed snout of the fox or the cruel mouth of the 
wolf. The two species of wild dog sfore mentioned arc in- i 
finitely more canine than vulpine yet are each distinctly 
different from the other. To begin with neither of them 
, are furred animals, hut most distinctly hairy; the dingo 
with the exception of his stripes might be mistaken for a 
largish smooth haired mongrel and a more wolfish miser¬ 
able rascal than him could DC found on every street of an 
Eastern city, and beside the dogs of Slamboul, lie would 
he a gentleman. The wild dog of India, however is a 
most unmistakable dog. He is of a dark chestnut red with a 
lone lithe oiler like body, something like that of a rough 
Irish terrier which he much resembles in appearance with 
Ibe exception of bis light, smooth, glossy coat and loug 
sweeping tail which is the same thickness all the way and 
more feline looking than canine. The wild dog of India 
unlike the dingo of Australia, is very rare and is only to Ik: 
found in the deepest fastnesses of the forests of India and 


The California Game Laws. 

The last Legislature of California amended the Penal 
Code relative to the Game Law, so as to read : "Every 
person who, between the first duy of January ami the first 
day of September, in each year, takes, kills or destroys elk, 
deer, mountain sheep or antelope, is guilty of misdemean¬ 
or." The law as il now stands, also makes il u misde¬ 
meanor for any one lo kill the same at any lime, unless to 
be used, or sold for food. This is to prevent the killing of 
deer for their skins.

When taken up 
ngitin it was riiMted considerably but worked per¬ 
fectly. it was again Bred up to two hundred rounds, 
with two cartridges failing to explode, one of 
these exploited lit second trial and tile other with 
the punch ami hammer. 

Thu Colt and one of the Smith A Wesson were 
then tired for accuracy at lifty yard*. A target of 
ten shots with each gave mean absolute deviation - 
for Colt, 8.11 Iu.; for the Smith A Wesson, 4.8b iu. 

Doth revolvers were then placed iu a rlo-e box 
connected with the pulverizer, amt well sanded. 
Tile saml did mil ailed the working of either. 

They were then tired at tw* nty live yard* distance 
for |KMietrntion. The average peiietratlnu for ten 
shot* with each was for the Colt, 4.1 In.; for the 
smith A Wesson, 3 35 iu. 

The Smith A Wesson was then) fired one hundred 
round* aud the Colt two hundred rounds. No i(iffi 
cully whs experienced with either, only a slight Iii- 
crea-e hi friction being noticeable in the Smith A 
Wesson. One cartridge failed to explode In the Col*, 
and eight iu Hie Smith A Wesson. The one falling 
lu the Holt was exploded with a centre punch, six 
of those falling In the Smith .fc Wesson exploded at 
second trial, one at third trial, and the oilier one was 
without fulminate. 


1 finally tried the “ Leet" cartridge* In the Colt re¬ 
volver to ascertain the effect of hunting through the 
cap. a* they bad done with the Smith A Wesson. 

I he cartridges were taken from the same box, and 
about twenty of them from the same package aa 
those that burst In the Smith A Wesson revolvers, 
but out of eightv fired none burst. At the same lime, 
of four cartridges from thiu package fired iu the 
Smith A Wesson revolver, tvfo buret ns before. 

The Smith A Wesson revolvers have been bred re¬ 
spectively IIHU. bOU and 815 rounds; the Colt about 
800 rounds The better working of the Colt Is 
noticeable throughout. No difficulty has been 
fouud with IL while the Smith A Wesson has several 
tones clogged to such an extent as to render It 
almost Impossible to cock It. This clogging la most 

II able to occur in cold and dry weather, when the 
fouling Is allowed to harden on the piece. The 
lengthening of the “collar" was intemfed to over¬ 
come thL liability lo clog, as developed iu the mo lei I 
now Id the bands of the troop*, am! has, uo doubt, 
reduced It. The cylinder stop is als* an Improve 
ment, ami the strengthening of parts, which Is 
the object of most of Hie cuauges, has made a 
better weapon than the old one. but I still regard It 
ns rather dellcute f r general service. The two parts 
of this revolver which broke during the trial may 
have contained defects, but these aud other parts of 
It are of such a character as to develop defects In the 
manufacture. 

A great objection to this arm is the difficulty of 
dismounting for cleaning aud reassembling it. 
Though Improved In this respect by the marking of 
the gear and frame and the change In the rack, 
soldiers generally would still bud it complicated. 

The only superiority It can claim over the Colt Is 
the greater rapldliy of ejecting the empty cases. 1 
think that in the c.i*c of poor ammunition and the 
bunding of the beads of cartridges iu the two arm*, 
the Smith A Wesson could more readily be relieved 
from the consequent clogging than the Colt. 

In the Colt the number of the parts Is less, l^cy 
are more simple and stronger, ami are not subjected 
to as great strains as thoseTu the Smith A Wesson. 
It can he dismounted for cleaning by drawing oue 
screw ami slipping out the base pin, and reassem¬ 
bled witli the same ea*e. 

I have uo hesitation In declaring the Colt revolver 
superior in most respects, and much better adapted 
to the wants of the army than the Smith A Wesson.
